Bob had a band called the "Dixie Ryders" that he 

formed 40 years ago, and they had to disband because of illness. Larry 

Griffith has been playing the doghouse bass in a couple bluegrass bands, he 

also plays the guuitar and sings lead and tenor. Bubba played with the Blue-

grass Statesmen and Buckeye Ridge, also plays with Tony Hale. Tony Hale the 

newest member of the group, plays guitar and sings lead, baritone, and tenor, 

and has a band of his own called Tony Hale and Blackwater. Tony played with 

Paul Blevins, and also the Bluegrass favorites. Evan spent one year on the 

road with Larry Sparks and he enjoyed that very much, he had the honor of 

being on the stage with, Ralph Stanley II, Goldwing Express, Kody Norris, 

James King Band, Goldwing Express, and many others. Together they form a 

tight group, having fun entertaining, with a mix of traditional Bluegrass, 

Gospel, some Country, or whatever the people want to hear.
